A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner attempted to contact the Attorney of record to discuss a 
claim amendment needed to allow claim 1 1 . Claim 1 1 did not seem to positively state the actually performed of steps of 
claim 10 and was only operable to do such. The Attorney of record later called the Examiner back and stated that the 
Examiner had authority to cancel the "operable" language and state that the hardware storage medium actually 
performs the steps of claim 10. Furthermore, the claim states computer-readable hardware storage medium which is 
not defined in the specification. What is stated is a computer-readable media which can be considered memory, i.e., 
hardware storage. Examiner has suggested that the language be amended to "computer-readable hardware storage 
media as defined in the specification. Applicant's Attorney has agreed to all changes.
